S forming bloc 
to accept Begin 
plan as interim 


Sharon joining negotiators

The U.S. is seeking to evolve a bloc of moderate Arab and Moslem 
states that would accept Israel's self-rule proposal for the West 
Bank as a transitional phase, leading eventually to fuller in- 
dependence in close linkage to Jordan. 
Policy-makers in Jerusalem have so far rejected this approach, 
maintaining that the Israeli proposal was not meant as @ transition, 


but as an end-goal in itself. 

The American efforts — which 
have already scored apparent 
success with President Sadat and 
King Bussein — will be the major 
topic of discussion at a special 
cabinet meeting today called to 
prepare for the next stage of the 
peace negotiations. 

These will resume on January 15, 
with a political committee sitting in 
Jerusalem and a military committee 
jn Egypt. Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan and Defence Minister Ezer 
Weizman will head the two Israel 
teams. 

Last night officials confirmed a 
report that Agriculture Minister 
Ariel Sharon, the Chairman of the 


. Ministerial Settlements Committee, 


would be a member of Israel’s 
political delegation, 

A source close to Dayan assured 
The Jerusalem Post that Sharon’s 
appointment — apparently proposed 
by Premier Menahem Begin — had 
been made with Dayan's full and un- 
reserved approval. “He actually 
promoted the idea,"’ the source said. 

Meanwhile, cabinet sources would 
“not confirm or deny” reports that a 
large-scale plan for additional 
settlements in Judea and Samaria is 
due to be presented to the ministers 
— possibly at today’s session. This 
plan reportediy goes beyond ap- 
proval of the two latest Gush 
Emunim settlement undertakings — 
at Karnei Shomron and Shilo, (see 
column 4), 

At the cabinet today, ministers 
will be faced with two important new 
developments: Hussein's declared 
willingness to join the process once, 
“the outline of a solution” is clear, 
and President Sadat‘s indication of 


new flexibility in his interview with 
“October” magazine (see below) 

Coupled with this is the flurry of 
American diplomatic activity, cen-, 
tring on President Carter's visits to 
Saudi Arabia and Egypt. _ 

The U.S., it Issunderstood, is seek- 
ing to move 811 the parties towards 
accepting a formula whereby 
Israel's “self-rule” p would 
serve as a “‘transitional’’ phase 
leading later to a greater degree of 
independence for the West Bank — 
but in a close link with Jordan. 

Sadat, who stressed in his inter- 
view that he had always advocated 
the link with Jordan, and who exud- 
ed optimism dezpite the differences 
with Israel, appears ready to adopt 
that American line of thought. Hus- 
sein certainly is, and the Shah of 
Tran and King of Saudi Arabia may 
be too. Thus the U.S. would face 
Israel with a solid and impressive 
bloc of ‘moderate’? Arab and 
Moslem countries backing a solution 
along these lines. 

So far, at any rate, policymakers 
here are resisting this trend. 

Premier Begin and his close aides 
have never been enthusiastic — on 
ideological grounds — about the 
“link to Jordan" approach since it 
would inevitably impinge on Israel's 
latent claim to West Bank sovereign- 
ty. “To understand our atutude, you 
would have to be a member of 
Herut,"" one source close to the 
Premier explained to The Jerusalem 
Post last night. 

Nevertheless there are indications 
within the Begin circle that the self- 
rule plan, though presented as a, final 
solution, ia still capable of develop-

An interview by Egyptian Presi-

President Jimmy Carter's call for a 
Palestinian homeland tied to Jordan. 
Diplomatic sources in Cairo said this 
could provide a breakthrough from 
the Arab-Israeli logjam about the 
future of the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip.

The Knesset yeaterday referred to 
the Economic Committee urgent 
motions for the agenda dealing with 
Pubiic transportation in the Dan 
region and the high cost of buying 
and maintaining a car in Isreel. 

But Transport Minister Meir Amit, 
‘In proposing thia disposition of the 
motions. made it clear that he was 
“much more concerned about the first 
question than the second. 

Gustav Badian (Likud-Liberals) 
asserted that Israe} is the only coun- 
try in the world in which a private 
car costs as much as an apartment. 
The reason for this, he said, is that 
the tax is 180 per cent of the dealer's 
price. The high price of replacing a 
car keeps cars on the roads years 
longer than Is safe, he added. 

Amit conceded that 60 per cent of a 
car’s price is tax. And he announced 
that his Ministry intends to recom- 
mend a reduction in the taxes on 
tires and headlights, and later on 
spare parts. But, he told Badian: 
.““What you're really proposing is an 
increase in the number of private 
cars on the roads." That was 
precisely what the government does 
not want, he said. 

“We are trying to get private cars 
off the road and get passengers onto 
buses," Amit said. He then gave 
gzome figures to show why. 

A private car's per-passenger 
“consumption” of road space is 16 
times that of a bus and eight times 
that of a sherut taxi. Its foreign-. 
currency consumption per 
traveller/km is almost 10 times that 
lot a bus and three times that of 8 taxi. 
{Furthermore, he sald, the accident 
rate for cars per million passenger 
kms is 13 times that of a bus and 2.5 
times that of a taxi. 

The motions dealing with bus ser-

Akim: retarded people 
need neighbours, too

general public is oblivious — except 
when there are scandals — to the 
hundreds of retarded men and 
women segregated in closed in- 
stitutions, many of these 
could live protiuctive ives in the 
community. 

This complaint came yesterday 
from the leaderg of Akim, the 
organization which promotes the 
Hghts of the retarded. Akim‘s an- 
nual fund-raising drive begins today, 
but at the news conference held here 
yesterday the Eroup’a leaders were 
even more eager Public accep- 
tance of the retarded than for cash 
contributions, 

Much of the news conference was 
devoted to Akim’s response to the 
Bank-Mikkelson report, submitted a 
year ago (but published by the 
Ministry of Labour and Social Af- 
fairs only recently) by a Danish ex- 
pert on retardation. Akim officials 
say thelr pressure brought about 
publication of the report. 

The report says basicaly what 
Akim en saying: ,, thi 
stated: That the Tetarded insofar nf 
they are able, should live in the 
general community, receiving the 
apecial services they need. Akim 
builds hostels where retarded young 
adults able to work can live in the 
mainstream of society. But each 
time such a hostel is built --- the 
neighbours object. 

“Bank-Mikkelson proves in his 
report that it is cheaper to keep the 
retarded in the community then it is 
to hold them in farge, segregated {n- 
stitutions," Yitzhak Shemer of the 


Axktm board of directors sald. Σ 
principle, everyone agrees -- in- 
cluding the ministry. But nothing is 
being done to implement 8 
community-based programme."” 
Both the report and Akim put some 
of the blame on the communications 
media. “All the papers wrote about 
Beit Tina (a home where many 
retarded children have died), but 
nobody comes to write about our 
successful hostels,” Shemer said. 
“The people who objected to our 
hostel in Neve Zahala now sey we 
are their best neighbours, but the 
preas doesn't write about that, When 
two retarded young people gave 


President Katzir a gift last week, - 


made with their own hands in an 
Akim sheltered workshop, the 
Papers weren't interested.” 

The result, he said, is that the 

public doesn't know what the retard- 
ed can do — “only the bad things 
which are done to the retarded.” So 
the old wives' tales about the retard- 
ed being mentally ill, sex fiends, 
criminals, and so forth continue to 
survive. So does the fear that retar- 
dation will “rub off” on the so-called 
“normal population. 
: Apparently, even representatives 
lof the press are not immune to fear 
‘and prejudice about retardation. 
\After an hour of explaining how the 
retarded can and should live in the 
community, Shemer was asked why 
Akim doesn't build hostels and other 
facilities for the retarded “in nice 
places like Galilee where there are 
empty spaces and no neighbours to 
complain.”

One of the or; of the con- 
gress, Dr. G. Douglas Young of 
Jerusalem, noted at a press con- 
ference yesterday that American 
evangelicals constitute a pro-Israel 
body far greater in alze than the 
Jewish community in the U.8, Young 
said they were increasingly 
translating their support of Israel 
into overt political action. He pointed 
to recent advertisements taken out 
in leading American newspapers 
and to the scheduled congress as in- 
dications of thia new activism. 


‘Mime magazine last month es- 
timated in a cover story thet there 
were 45.6 million evangelicals on 
U.S. church rolls, a figure out- 
matched only by the Roman 
Catholica (49 million). The magazine 
defined evangelicals as ‘'dasically 
conventional Protestants who hold 


staunchly to the authority of the Bi- 
ble in all matters." 

Support of Israel is the one area 
‘mm which polities and religion 
dovetail” for evangelical Chzistians, 
according to Rev. Young, who is the 
founder of the American Institute of 
Holy Land Studies on Mount Zion. 

Some 850 evangelical leaders from 
the U.S. and other countries are ex- 
pected to attend the four-day con- 
greas, which opens January 31 at the 
Diplomat Hotel. The event is meant 
to coincide with Israel‘s 30th an- 
niversary year. 

Th addition to the prime minister, 
his adviser on information, Shmuel 
Katz, will also address the congress, 
Other speakers include the Rev. 
Chuck Smith, to whom “Time”

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Sliah warns Ethiopia not to invade Somalia 


TEHERAN. — The Shah of Iran has 
warned Ethiepia that his nation 
would not remain indifferent in the 
event Ethiopia invaded Somalia in 
Tetaliation for backing Somali- 
apeaking tribes trying to wrest away 
Ethiopia's Ogaden region. 

The Shah's warning came in the 
wake of a visit to Teheran by Somali 
President Slad Berre, and of reports 
thet Ethloplan jets had bombed and 
strafed two Somali cities close to the 
Ethiopian frontier.

“Ethiopia must be warned that Iran 
cannot remain indifferent in the case 
of an Ethiopian invasion of the inter- 
nationally recognized borders of 
Somalia.” . 

Iran is already supplying locally- 
manufactured light weapons to 
Somalia following the Soviet Union's 
halt in arms shipments last summer. 
It appeared that the Shah was also 
ready to send Somalia badly needed 


heavy weapons. 

Barre flew to Aswan yesterday for 
talks with Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat on the Somali- 
Ethiopian conflict. 

Barre, who is touring the Middle 
East, arrived in Cairo on Sunday 
from Damascus, where he held 
similar discussions with Syrian 
President Hafez Assad. 

Meanwhile, the Somali-backed in- 
surgents issued a communique 
claiming that their forces killed 90 
Ethiopian soldiers last week in a 
fierce battle in Ethiopia's disputed 
Sidamo province. 

The clash occurred at the village 
οἵ Oboto, south of the Ethiopian 
capital of Addis Ababa. 

Seventy Ethiopian soldiers were 


wounded in the battle, and large 
quantities of Ethiopian arms and 
food supplies were destroyed, accor- 
ding to the communique broadeast 
by Somalia’s official radio. 

To the north. meanwhile, the 
Eritrean People's Liberation Front 
(EPLF) yesterday charged that the 
Ethiopian air force had dropped 
wlapalm bombs on the town of Keren 
and several surrouni Eritrean 
villages controlled by anti- 
government rebels. 

An EPLF spokesman in Rome said 
it was the first time Ethiopian forces 
had used napalm since 1975. 

Keren, a market town of 40,000 
about 90 km. north of the Eritrean 
provincial capital of Asmara, was 
captured by EPLF forces last July. 


Wider gov't 
mooted 
for Italy 


ROME (Reuter). — The leader of 
Ttaly's ruling Christian Democratic 
Party said in an interview published 
yesterday that he is considering a 
new coalition government to replace 
Prime Minister Giulio Andreotti's 
-‘single-party minority cabinet. 

"A projected government of Chris- 
tian Democrats, Social Democrats 
and Republicans comes within the 
possibilities which we are con- 
sidering," the party secretary, 
Benigno Zaccagnini, told the Turin 
newspaper “Gazzetta del Popolo.” 

His comment added a new dimen- 
sion to the volatile political acene 
here, marked by strong pressure 
from the powerful Communist Party 
for cabinet posts in an emergency 
coalition government. 

The party leader gave no further 
details; but he was believed to be 
considering a cabinet again headed 
by Andreotti, with the Communists 
and Socialists brought into the 
government's parliamentary 
majority without ministerial hosts. 

-A coalition of Christian 
Democrats, Social Democrats and 
Republicans would fall far short of 
what the Communists have been 
demanding. But inclusion in the 
government's parliamentary ma- 
jority would take them one step 
closer to political power.

— Defectors from 
ousted premier Suleyman Demirel's 
Justice Party announced yesterday

“We have reached an accord to 
take part and support a government 
led by Bulent Ecevit," the 11 defec- 
tors said in a joint declaration 
following a meeting with Ecevit. 

It was not immediately clear if any 
would become ministers in an Ecevit 
cabinet. 

The defectors joined forces on 
Saturday with Hcevit's left-leaning 
Republican Peoples’ Party, in- 
dependents and splinter party 
deputies in bringing down the tripar- 
tite rightist government of Demirel 
in a parliamentary no-confidence 
vote. 

Demirel immediately handed the 
resignation of his government to 
President Fahri Koruturk, who ask- 
ed Ecevit to form the government. 

Ecevit also met Monday with 
splinter party deputies. A high- 
ranking deputy in the Republican 
Peoples’ Party said the cabinet may 
be announced as early as today.. 

Turkey's biggest daily newapape! 
“Hurriyet” and “Gunaydin" urged 
Ecevit to give all 11 defectors 
ministerial posts in order to 
guarantee their support. 

Ecevit will need a simple majority 
of votes in the 450-member national 
assembly for ἃ vote of confidence. 
His Republicans hold 213 votes, the 
defectors 11. He is also expected to 
get support from splinter parties, 
which hold three votes.

Frei openly urges

SANTIAGO, Chile (AP). — Former 
president Eduardo Frei, in his first 
public opposition to Chile's four- 
year-old military regime, urged 
Chileans yesterday to vote against 
President Augusto Pinochet in this 
week's plebiscite. 

“To vote ‘yes’ is to the 
state of siege and the economic 
policy, the suppression of judicial 
guarantees and of civic and union 
rights,” he said at a news conference 
at his home. 

Frei, who will be 87 this month, is 
the titular head of the Christian 
Democratic Party, the largest 
political group in Chile until 
Pinochet declared all parties illega! 
last March. He was president from 
1964-70, being succeeded by the iate 
Salvador Allende, the Socialist 
overthrown by the military in 1973. 

Pinochet. a 62-year-old. army 
,general, has summoned all Chileans 
‘over 18 to the polis tomorrow to react 
to what he calls the ‘international 
aggression” represented by a recent 
UN General Assembly resolution on 
buman abuses here.

Indian jumbo 
discovered 


BOMBAY (Reuter). — Ships and 
helicopters of the Indian Navy have 
found the wreckage of an Air India 
Boeing 747 which exploded and 
plunged into the sea 10 kmza. off the 
coast here on Sunday night with 213 
passengers and crew on board. 

“They are all presumed dead. We 
do not think there “are any sur- 
vivors,” an airline official said 
yesterday. 

A navy search official seid 35 
bodies had been sighted and nine ac- 
tually pulled out of the water. Part of 
the tail of the wrecked plane was 
also recovered by the Indian navy 
salvage fleet of 18 ships and a 
helicopter. 

Two Americans of Saudi Arabian 
descent and nine passengers from 
Arab countries had been aboard the 
jumbo jet bound for Dubal, in addi- 
tion to 179 Indian passengers, many 
of whom were believed to have been 

to Dubai to take up new jobs in 
the Gulf state. The plane had a crew 
of 23. 

Many people living near the sea 
here saw the plane turn into a ball of 
fire and: plunge into the Arabian Sea 
ten minutes after take-off. “It went 
off ke a bomb and then a huge fire 
engulfed it and it dived into the sea," 
said a fisherman who saw the crash. 

Police patrolled the coastline for 
several kms. on either side of the 
crash site yesterday, keeping a 
watch for bodies or parts of the plane 
that might be washed ashore and 
keeping spectators in check. 

India's Tourism and Civil Aviation 
Minister Purushottam Lal Kaushik 
flew to Bombay early and 
said a high court judge would probe 
the cause of the crash. 

The jumbo — named Emperor 
Ashoka — was the first of the five 
747s acquired by the airline. It was 
delivered in 1971. 

In 1950, an Air India plane hit Mont 
Blanc in Switzerland, and five years 
later another of its planes crashed 
into the South China Sea. But the last 
Air India crash before Sunday 
night’s was again on Mont Blanc, in 
2960. 

Meanwhile, all five persons 
aboard a DC-3 plane that crash land- 
ed yesterday morning near the Puer- 
to Rican coast swam sefely ashore, 
the U.S. coast guard said. The cause 
of the accident was not immediately 
known, and the identities of the 
passengers were not released.

Tower of Pisa stops leaning 


PISA, Italy (AP). — The Leaning 
Tower of Pisa, tilting further and 
further through the centuries, stood 
still in 1977. 

For the first time since 
sophisticated measuring devices: 
were installed in 1918, the 804-year- 
old landmark halted {ts rate of tip, 
Prof. Giuseppe Toniolo announced at 
a New Year's Day reception on Sun- 


day. 

Toniolo, in charge of monuments 
on Pisa's “Square of Miracies"’ 
where the 55-metre-high tower 
stands, said experts are not quite 
certain why the tower stopped in- 
creasing its lean by itself. But he 
noted that the inclination 18 exactly

One likely explanation is that the 
pressure increased somehow on the 
water-bearing stratum under the 
tower. This would shore, up the base.“

The news, however, has not dis- 
_ pelled fears that the tower may one 
day crash to the ground. Within the 
uext several months, the govern- 
ment expects to begin work on a 
project to strengthen its base. Some 
18.4m. has been allocated to saving 
the monument, which draws more 
than 100,000 tourists every year. 


Actually its rate of lean had 
already been slowing, averaging 
half a millimetre each year from 
1974 to 1976, It had tipped more than 
twice that fast in some years past, 


The tower leans 4.3 metres off the 
perpendicular, giving visitors the 
feeling of being at sea as they 
navigate the stone steps. 

Pisa's tower began to lean almost 
as soon 85 it went up in the 12th cen- 
tury, because of a shifting in the sub- 
soil. It was begun in 1173 by Bonanno 
Pisano and completed in 1372.

Tadiran’s ‘Applied Solar Device’

TEL AVIV. — Tadiran yesterday πὸ- 
veiled its ‘‘triple jackpot’? — in the 
words of the head of the company, 
Elkana Caspi — an “applied solar 
device" (ASD) which heats houses in 
the winter, cools them in summer, 
and provides year-round hot water. 

“T am confident that we are years 
ahead of any other commercial 
product in the world of the same 
type," Caspi said. “Our big problem 
at present is setting up the produc- 


;tion facilities to meet the demand 


here and abroad. We may licence 
foreign firms in order to keep up 
with demand." 

The ASD admittedly works best in 
the ‘sum belt’ around the world, 
which includes most of the U.S. south: 
of the 42nd parallel, and the Euro- 
pean countries bordering on the 
Mediterranean. The mountainous 
parts of Switzerland, which are high 
and have considerable sunshine, are 
also part of the “belt.” 

For a few days a year, when the 
sun does not shine, ASD-equipped 
houses will need supplementary 


“energy storage” device, to tide it 
over short periods. 
The ASD will heat water up to 70-90. 


degrees centigrade and, cool water 
down to four to 12 degrees’ cen- 
tigrade. Home heating and cooling 
systems (air conditioning) work 
directly from the hot or cold water. 
Both are regulated by electronic con- 
trols. 

An American engineer, Joe 
Bourne, of . N.Y., was ea- 
pecially ‘imported’ to plan the 
break- h features which made

Peace partnership in Sinai 


THERE 185 a general feeling of discontent among Israelis over 
the ease with which Prime Minister Begin has offered, in one 
fell swoop, the entire Sinai peninsula — three times the size of 
Israel — to Egypt. The main reason for this is the lack of 
recognition by the other aide that there is here a sizable con- 
tribution on Israel's part towards the process of reconciliation. 

Egyptian spokesmen have termed that contribution ‘‘disap- 
pointing.”’ Is it really disappointing that, within 40 days of 
Sadat’s visit to Jerusalem, Israel's Prime Minister has 
proferred him every inch of the territory that Egypt claims for 
itself — plus concessions elsewhere for others — in return for a 
peace agreement which is surely as beneficial to Egypt as it is 
to Israel? . 

Israel has invested large amounts of money in Sinai. It has 
located and developed an oilfield at A-Tur. All that is part of the 
package that we have to offer. 

There are rumours — unconfirmed in Israel’s Energy 
Ministry — that the U.S. Government has asked the Neptune 
Company, which is working the site under a concession from the 
Israel National Petroleum Company, to desist from pumping oil 
there for the time being. That is bad advice. It puts the subject 
of the negotiations between the two neighbouring countries in 
the wrong perspective. 

The most important thing that Mr. Sadat and Mr. Begin are 
aiming to create in Sinai is peace. Peace means that everybody 
goes about his business as before, despite the change of 
sovereignty. 

If Israelis created an enterprise in Sinai that produces an ex- 
portable commodity, in this case petroleum, there is no reason 
why they should stop doing the good work. Royalties and taxes 
will go to the Egyptian instead of the Israel treasury. 

Peace should mean that Jsrae] has the same status in Egypt 
as any other foreign country. An Italian company was flfty-fifty 
partners with the Egyptians in developing the Abu Rodeis wells. 
An Israel company should be able to offer its services in the oil 
search like the Italians. τ 

Tt has, after all, tapped a considerable deposit. Egypt — 
always assuming a peace agreement is signed — wil! get the not 
inconsiderable fiscal benefit, without having unpocketed a 
piastre. The Israel claim to continued activity in this sector has 
thus a functional basis. : 

And Egypt's agreement to a businesslike partnership with 
Israel for oil exploration and exploitation would give the most 
tangible verification there is to President Sadat's assertion that 
when he talks of peace, he means what he says. 


Cry of the Retarded 


AN INVESTIGATION is currently being conducted by the 
Ministry of Labour and Social Affairs into the Beit Tina Home 
for tie Retarded. The owners, Shimon and Tina Peled, may be 
facing charges of criminal negligence, if not worse, following 
the death of two boys there this autumn, allegedly due to 
malnutrition. [t will be intriguing to see not only what the 
Ministry comes up with, independently of the courts, but also 
what it decides to do about its findings. 

The fact is that Beit Tina has been under fire on more than one 
occasion in the recent past. After an expose in The Jerusalem 
Post seven years ago, a public committee, headed by Tei Aviv 

‘University jurist Uri Reichman, unearthed evidence of 
malnutrition, serious overcrowding, possible beating — and 
over-administration of heavy drugs. 

The committee’s report was presented to the late Social 
Welfare Minister Michael Hazani. According to Aharon Langer- 
man, who is director-general today and was then in charge of 
services for Youth and Children — which includes the Service 
for the Retarded — substantial improvements were made as a 
result. The one improvement that was not made was the 
removal of the Peleds. 

Dr. Meir Hovav, who is the present head of the Service, has 
sought to minimize the gravity of the situation at Beit Tina. He 
has suggested that the number of deaths in the institution was 
smaller than at Hadassah — an exceedingly strange observa- 
tion, even when one grants that retarded children are easily 
susceptibie to disease. Dr. Hovav — who ia not, incidentally, a 
physician, nor an expert in the care of the retarded — also 
sought to suppress the publication last week of parts of a report 
by the renowned Danish expert Dr. N.A. Bank-Mikkelson, which 
severely criticized the general level of care for the retarded in 
the country. 

When the truth finally came out, ministry officials sought to 
jay the blame on what Dr. Bank-Mikkelson described as the 
negative attitude of the Israeli public to the retarded. It might 
fairly be asked why these officials, who cannot share these at- 
titudes, tolerated them for so long — and why they had to wait 
for a foreign expert to announce them. 

It is true that the care of a retarded person, especially the 
older he and his family grows, is agonizingly complicated. It is 
not hard to imagine, for example, a badly overburdened nurse 
in an institution losing patience with a repeatedly incontinent 
and sometime aggressive, retarded teenager. 

Children anywhere who are confined to institutions for 
whatever reason may suffer deprivation at best, and ill- 
treatment at worst. However, the public at large is not responsi- 
ble for the planning nor for the maintenance of these in- 
stitutions, and it cannot justly be accused of callous indifference 
— particularly when the houses for the retarded are as isolated 
and inaccessible as they so often are. 

Moreover, the present public outcry about Beit Tina indicates 
that Israelis are perhaps not quite as callous and indifferent to 
the fate of the retarded as the Ministry claims. 

Admittedly, it is very hard to pin down the blame. Looking 
back at the Service for the Retarded over the past 10 years, it 
appears that few people have stuck the job for very long, 
perhaps because it is so very demanding. But whether or not 
there are any individual villains to unmask, it is clear that it is 
the Ministry itseif and as a whole that must bear the burden of. 
responsibility for the many and indefensible services and im- 
possible institutions for the retarded that are a mark of shame 
for Israel. 

Dr. Israel Katz, the new Minister of Labour and Social Af- 
fairs, is a former social worker who knows how bad some of 
these institutions are. He also knows how shoddy some of the ad- 
ministrative practices were in the oid Ministry of Welfare. That 
is why he fought so long for its absorption into a larger depart- 
ment of government, where universal social policies would be 
formulated rather than glorified charity. 

It is not too much to hope that Dr. Katz will inttlate without 
delay a programme for thoroughgoing reform in the care of the 
retarded. 
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was the last war in the region. In 
their hope for 8 final end to war, 
many have accepted these promises 
as-the only possible strategy from 
now on. Sut, wishful thinking aside, 
both in principle and from a prac- 
tical strategic point of view the pre- 
sent process of negotiations can be 
reversed. - 

So far relatively little has taken 
Place that could safely prevent 
either side from reversing the 
procesa. On the contrary, both 
Sadat’s initiative and Begin's 
response have only underlined the 
fact that the regional powers possess 
greater freedom of action than is 
widely appreciated. By definition, 
this means the ability to upset 
almost all policies which another 
protagonist has initiated. 


Thus in 1972 Sadat was able to 
eject the Russians from Egypt. in 
1973 to launch the war against Israel, 
and to sign interim agreements in 
1974 and 1975; while the previous 
“weak” and the present “strong” 
Israeli government could rebuke the 
country’s best friends, the 
Americans, The conclusion is that it 
would be difficult to stop the two 
leaders from taking seemingly unex- 
pected action again — should they 
decide to reverse their current 
policies. 


Sadat could easily revive his rap- 
port with his erstwhile patrons in the 
Kremlin. The Egyptian army is still 
equipped with Russian weapons, and 
despite their previous humiliation 


the Sovieta would be more than hap- _ 


py to regain their bases in Egypt. 
The price for Sadat of such a move 
need not be too high. When he took 
the risk of a trip to Jerusalem, the 
Egyptian President must have 
figured out a way of withdrawing 
from the Israeli embrace: he is not 
known, after all, to be a reckless 
gambler. 

Similarly, Sadat could resume his

FOR PEACE

Sir, — For the past 20 years, scien- 
tific laboratories in several coun- 
tries, especially in Russia and the 
U.S., have done basic research on 
the existence of ἃ ‘“‘new" type of 
energy — variously called 
bioenergy, biogravity, psychic
